REPORT OF STEARNS LECTURE COMMISSION. 


Capt. Albert Stearns of Brooklyn, N. Y., superintend- 
ent of Church & Dwight Soda Works of Brooklyn and 
Syracuse, N. Y., presented this fund. When a youth, this 
philanthropist resided on the Stearns farm, Ashburnham 
road. His education was secured in the Gibson school- 
house on the Souhegan, near Gibson Four Corners. 

When he established a business of repute he inquired 
how he could benefit the town of his adoption. This de- 
veloped a correspondence with a schoolmate and her son 
that ultimately created a perpetual trust, called the 
“Stearns Lecture Fund.” The income annually is to be 
devoted to the expense of non-sectarian lectures. 
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Captain Stearns died April 21, 1914. He was born in 
Rindge, N. H., December 20, 1883. His portrait hangs 
in the Town Hall gallery, associated with others identified 
with the town’s progress. "This endowment is a praise- 
worthy memorial to the giver and leads to advanced 
culture. The selectmen serve as trustees and the lecture 
commission submit an annual report. 

The first gift of $3,000 served as a nucleus and is in- 
vested*in a policy of the Miassachusetts Hospital Life In-| 
surance Co., 50: State St., Boston, Mass. A second gift. 
of $2,000 was made in 1907 and invested, viz.: Amoskeag 
Savings Bank, Manchester, N. H., $1000; Fitchburg Siay- 
ings Bank, Fitchburg, Mass., $1,000. The last gift of - 
$2,000 was made in 1912 and is deposited, viz.: Amoskeag - 
Savings Bank, Manchester, N. H., $1,000; Merrimack 
County Savings Bank, Concord, N. H., $1,000.

To the Citizens of New Ipswich. 


You have doubtless noticed that in my report as auditor 
for the town for the year ending January 31, 1920, there 
appeared an item of $106.00 of dog license money. I re- 
ported this as an asset and also a liability of the town, in as 
much as the town is supposed to pay this dog license money 
to the school district. 

You will note that my audit of the dog license account 
was made January 17, 1920. In making my audit of the 
town treasury’s accounts on February 12, this dog license 
money was not included in the cash on hand. This came 
about from the fact that Mr. Phelps carried the dog license 
money not as a part of the town treasurer accounts but 
really as a town clerk’s matter and paid this sum to the 
school district in that way. You will see by reference to the 
report of the school district treasury in this report that this 
$106.00 was duly paid to the school district. This matter 
would have appeared clear in the report issued last year if 
it were not for the fact that the schoo] district’s fiscal year 
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ends at a different time from the town. As you know the 
school year ends September 1st of each year, while the town 
years ends Jan. 31st of each year. Owing to this difference 
in the fiscal year we get no expenditures of the school 
district or receipts since the 1st of the September preceed- 
ing. Perhaps I can make it plainer by saying that this report 
of the school district contains no account of its receipts or 
expenditures since September 1, 1920. This present report — 
does cover all its doings from September 1, 1919, to Sep- 
tember 1, 1920.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 
To the School Committee of New Ipswich: 


Herewith I submit my second annual report as Super- 
intendent of your schools. 

New Ipswich has indeed been fortunate in its teachers 
this year. Not only did four of last year’s corps of teach- 
ers return, but our new ones have met splendidly the re- 
sponsibilitics placed upon them. The teachers to return 
are Miss Retta Gee, who has the Intermediate grades at 
the Center; Miss Belle Carkin at Smithville, Miss Hazel 
Davis in the Primary room at.the Center, and Miss Philo- 
mene Chapman at Number 6. We regretted very much 
the loss of Mrs. Mabel Aldrich at Number 4. Mrs. Al- 
drich was not only a teacher of experience and training, 
but exemplifies that type of woman to whom we like to 
entrust the care of our children. However, we were 
fortunate in the choice of Miss Blanchard, for under her 
guidance the children are making good progress. Miss 
Mary Wheeler of New Ipswich was elected during the 
summer to teach at Highbridge in the place of Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Holten, who resigned. She is a successful teacher 
of experience and is working out very satisfactorily the 
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problems in her school. For the new position at the Acad- 
emy as teacher of the seventh and eighth grades, Miss lola 
Tuttle was selected. Miss Tuttle has had several years 
of successful experience in large grammar schools, and’we 
were fortunate to secure a teacher of her qualifications to 
organize and teach the new school. 

We were able to reorganize our school system this year | 
along the lines suggested in my report of last year, and 
after a half year’s trial it is evident that no mistake has 
been made. In fact, it would have been impossible to 
keep our children up to grade with the heavy burden 
placed upon the teachers in the rural schools. The State 
Board of Education approved the plan of consolidating 
the seventh and eighth grades because of the size of the 
rural schools, and have made full allowance for the items 
in the budget of the school committee, covering the ex- 
pense of transportation and an additional teacher. We 
are indebted therefore to state aid for the initiation of this 
plan. However, it is a legitimate and necessary expense 
and I feel confident that the town would approve the ex- 
penditure, even though there was no aid from the state, 
for the time had arrived when it was necessary to provide 
another school to take care of the increased number of 
children. We must also not forget our debt of gratitude 
to the trustees of the Academy, for they have been most 
generous in the financial arrangements with the school 
committee. No charge has been made for housing or 
fuel The only expense that is shared with the trustees 
is for part of the salary of the janitor. We also appre- 
ciate the co-operation shown by Mr. Herschel Lewis, 
Principal of the Academy. In accommodating himself to 
the new system he has shown every consideration possible 
to the children of the grades. 

In the rural schools the decreased number of grades ~ 
is making it possible for-teachers to give more time to 
the beginners, and they are finding no difficulty in cov- 
ering the standard requirements as set forth in the state 
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program of studies. Soon there will be no occasion for 
people to say that children are graduated from our sehools 
without a thorough grounding in the fundamentals. The 
relief in the Primary school at the Center has been espe- 
cially marked. Miss Davis has only the first three grades 
under the present plan, and her room is full. Tee chil- 
dren are making splendid progress this year, but it is 
difficult to see what she would have done with another 
erade. And finally we come to a consideration of the 
advantages gained by the seventh and eighth grade chil- 
dren. Miss Tuttle has proven an ideal teacher for us 
and I cannot speak too highly of her work in organizing 
the school and carrying out the program of studies. She 
has been thorough in her drilling of the fundamentals, of 
which, as usual, there is plenty of need, and has added 
much to the interest of the work through the course in gen- 
eral science. The girls are splendidly situated now for 
their work in Domestic Arts, and the possibilities for 
effective work in carpentry for the boys are good. It 
would be very helpful if we could secure some local ear- 
penter to come in one afternoon each week. This plan is 
_ working out very well in Greenville. If we can continue 
the present plan for a few years I feel confident not only 
that Mr. Lewis will feel that the children are well pre- 
pared for the advanced work of the Academy but that the 
parents of those children who are unable to go further to 
school will feel that their children have a_ practical 
preparation for life. 

Two years ago the townspeople expressed a desire for a 
music teacher. Miss Emma Southwick has now been in 
charge of the music for a little over a year and is making 
a pplendia impression. The difficulties of getting the 
work. organized in rural schools ‘are many and progress at 
first is necessarily slow. However, in many of our schools 
the children are singing very well, and I:feel confident that 
when they all come together next year on Children’s Fair 
“Day that we shall see a marked improvement in the sing- 
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ing. It is perhaps well here to mention the fact that the 
State Board has not allowed the expense of a music teacher 
this year in any of the towns of the state. This means 
that if the people of the town still desire a music teacher, 
it will be necessary to vote additional money this year; 
otherwise there will be no money available another year 
for this purpose. It is expected that the cost of the 
teacher for this year will be covered by the balance left 
over from last year. | 

The total amount of state aid this year which has been 
allowed by the State Board for support of the elementary 
schools in New Ipswich is $2,242.78. Of this amount 
$1,196.14 is sure to be distributed, for the money was 
rais:< two years ago by the State Legislature and is now 
available for distribution. The balance of the total 
amount approved, or $1,046.64, will be sent later, pro- 
vided the legislature votes to raise the deficit of $245,000 
which the State Board has asked for. If this deficit is 
not raised, your school treasurer will have only enough 
money to run the schools until about the first of May. 
Accordingly, it has been deemed advisable to postpone the 
school meeting this year until after such time as the legis- 
lature has taken some action concerning this deficit. In 
the event of unfavorable action by that body, it will prob- 
ably he necessary to ask the district to raise a sufficient 
sum of money as a deficiency appropriation to cover the 
payment of bills legally contracted by the School Board. 
Also, if the legislature appropriates no money for state aid 
during the next two years it will be necessary to raise 
enougn money in the school meeting to cover the cost of 
the school next year. 

May [I take this opportunity to say a word about schoo} 
gardening? More interest in gardening has been evi- 
- denced this vear than last. At the District Fair in Wil- 
ton last fall the New Ipswich boys had the best exhibit of 
potatoes, especially fine specimens being shown. Another 
fair will be held in Wilton next fall, but we should bend 
- Ipswich 4 
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our energies particularly toward making our local fair a 
big success. With the co-operation of parents, gardening 
can be made not only profitable but of he practical and 
educational value. 7 

Our record of attendance has red slightly over 
last year, as a glance at the table of attendance appended | 
herewith shows. There has been a distinct gain at the 
Highbridge school, and No. 6 and No. 4 still continue to 
have good averages. As a whole, the people of New 
Ipswich appreciate the value of regular and prompt at- 
tendance at school. Were it not for a few, who apparently 
have little regard for sending their children to school 
promptly and regularly, we could have a high percentage 
of attendance. , 

The Parent-Teachers Association has continued its 
splendid record of co-operation with the school board and 
teachers for the welfare of the schools and the school chil- 
dren. In its initiation of the Modern Health Crusade 
in the schools and in the practical assistance it has given 
the teachers in fostering hot lunches at noon, it has- done 
a splendid service. For these and the many other ways 
in which the schools have been benefited by the Assoei- 
ation I wish to ex press my sincere appreciation. 

It is a pleasure to work in a town where everyone seems 
interested in the welfare of the pupils and progress of the 
schools. May I here express my appreciation for the 
hearty support accorded me by. the school committee, 
teachers and citizens.
